DURMARY AND COUCLUSIONS 

he property of Jtarratt Niokel Mines Limited is the 
amalgauation of two adjoining properties previously owned by 
Starratt Ulsen Gold liines Limited and New Maulkenham jjinos Limited. 
They were staked dn the mid 1950's following the discovery of the 
nearby liadsen orsbodies and were thoroughly prospeoted at that 
tine. 

On the northwestern or Starratt Uluen seotion of the 
ground finds were quickly made in the southwestern extension of the 
Maduen ore structures and subsequent development led to the mining 
of a series of gold berring orebodies between 1946 and 1956. toa 
depth of 1,475 feet theee orebodies produced 163,990 ounces of gold 
and 27,432 ounces of atlver from the treatment of 908,615 tona of 
ore. Including 184 dilution this one anounted to 615 tons por 
verticul foot with a recovered grade of 0.181 ounces gold and 0.05 
ounces silver por ton. 

Shene orebodies occur ae lentioular bodies of silioifi-~ 
oation and wineralisation in two sub-pareallel horisone of rhyolitioc 
tuff which trend southwestward with steep southeast dips across 
the southern part of the old Starratt Vleen ground. The wain turf 
horizon is from 100 to 450 feet wide and is roughly 450 feet south- 
eust of the 20 foot wide DeVilliers cone. These tuffs are near the 
top of a thiok sequence andesitio lavas whioh underlie most of the 
Starratt Ulwen olaims to the north and which are themselves over 
lain to the svutheust by quartzitic sudinents. The contact area 
between the voleanics and the sediments has been invaded by the 
wile wide faulkenian Lake granite stock whose southwestern aection 


underlies wost of the New Fauulkenham part of the property and whose 


northweatern contact iH only 4 port distance southeast of the main

tuff horizon. 

The Starratt Oleen orebodies are mined out to a verti-~ 
oal depth of 1,475 feet and both tuff horiuone have been adequately 
explored to this depth for a length of 6,000 feet southwestward 
from the east property boundary. In addition the northeastern 
3,500 feet of this length haa been explored at a depth of 2,000 
fect with negative results. The poasible westward extensions of 
the tuff horizons for 3,500 feet to the west property boundary have 
not been investigated, 1% is therefore apparent thut any poseibili-~ 
ties of finding additional orebodies in the tuff horizone lie 
either in the unexplored 3,500 foot long extensions of these 
horigons to the weet property boundary or below a depth of 1,500 
fuet in the 2,500 foot long southweatern section of the developed 
length beyond the end of the 2,000 foot level, 

fhe orebodies in the tuff horizons were found early in 
the history of the claims and subsequent exploration and develop- 
ment were confined to these structures to the negleet of the thiok 
series of andesitic lavas underlying the nortiern part of the 
property. ‘These lavas have since been proven to be favourable host 
rocka e@lseewhere in the camp and those on the property should be 
thoroughly explored for powwible mineraliuation. 

The southensatern section of the property praviously 
owned by New Paulkenhan Mines Limited hag been thoroughly explored 
ard the only mineralisation of any inportance that has been found 
lies in the southern part of the ground on claim 12681. iliere a 
tongue of the Faulkenhan Lake granite ostook is out at an acute 
angle by a steeply dipping fracture gone. Jong of the fraotures 
have been injected by lentioular, auriferous, quarta veina and two 


snall oresiioote have been developed by very limited underground 
work to @ depth of 325 Leet, Thege orebodies are estimated to 


contain 15,000 tons grading 0.45 ounces gold per ton, the sone of 
fraoturing has been traced for over 1,800 faet by surface work and 
scattered shallow diamond drilling with indifferent results but haa 
not been explored in detail. Additional closely epaced drilling 1s 
warranted to investigate the possibilities. 

There are thua four broad targets for exploration on 
the property of Gtarratt Nickel Mines Limited, These are as 


followns 


1) ‘The entire northern part of the property north 
of the tuff horizon and underlain by andesitia 
lavas. sone encouragenent for exploration is 
provided by the quarts veining indioated on the 
Oxtraine northern claiw of the groupe The expeat= 
ation in this area ie for the oocourrence of ore- 
bodies of the Caupbell ~ Dickenson type which are 
considerably higher grade than those previously 
hiined on the property. 


44) The unexplored 5,500 foot length of both tuff 
horizons lying between the southwestern end of 
the wine development and the west property 
boundary. the powstbilities here are for the 
eccurrenes of one or more groups of orebodies 
sinilar to those already found in these 
atructures, 


414) ‘whe southwestern end of the developed length of 
the tuff horizons below the 1,500 foot horizons. 
{hie section is 2,500 feet lony and lies gouthe 
weot of tha exploration on the 2,000 foot level, 
The expoctation io for the downward continuation 
of two clusters of small orabodies which were 
mined above the 1,475 level, These orubodies 
wore foo small to be of interest in theunelves 
and the davesatigution of thia target should 
only be undortaken 4£ exploration of the other 
target arvus Lo suoveseful in vitablishing 
Hizeable orcbodies, 


iv) The fracture sone cutting the granite tonjue 
in the southern part of the property for a known 
length of 1,800 feet. ‘the possibilities are for 
the ocourrence of Kuhenzie type orebodies which 
though norcew are also considerably higher grade 
than those wined from thy tuff horisony, 
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It ie recommended that the first step in the explor~ 
ation of the property be the mapping in detail of the underlying 
gvologye Thuis has already been done for the 18 olainna previously 
owned by New Faulkenhum Nines Limited and forming the southeastern 
section of the property #0 that only the 17 Starratt Vlaen olains 
remain to be covered. Particular attention should be paid to the 
structural relationships on both the property and in the surround~ 
‘ing area. It 16 estimated that this work will take about 30 days 
and, with the necessary line cutting for controls, cost approxi~ 
mately 35,000. | 

When the mapping is dompleted and the results analysed 
there will undoubtedly be specifio arvas or zones warranting de- 
tailed investigation by trenching or diamond drilling but it is 
impossible to estimate the extent or cost of such work at thie 
tine, 

It is also recoumended that the western, unexplored 
3,500 foot length of the tuff sones be tested by diamond drilling. 
The holes should bo parallel and not over 250 feet apart. they 
should be drillvd northwestward on dips of 45° and it is estimated 
that 7,000 feet of drilling will be required at a oost of approxi- 
mately $35,000, Additional drilling will be necessary to follow-up 
any interveuctions of importance but the amount oannot be estimated 
at thio tine. 

It is further reoonmended that the 1,600 foot long 
fracture wone in the southern section of the property be investi- 
gated by diamond drilling at a depth of 100 feet and at horizontal 
intervals of 50 feet. Conwidering the work already completed on 


this gone 27 holes will be needed, wach 150 feet long, for a total 
of: 4,000 feet. the cost is estimatad at 420,000,
